U.S. HAS TAKEN

LAUSANNE, April 27.—The feat- 
ure of today's session of the poll- 
tical committee of the Near ast 
conference was a declaration by 
Sir Horace Rumbold, head of the 
British delegation, that Greai Bri- 
tain cannot recognize tho stability 
of Turkey's abolition of the capit.- 
lations in 1914 and that insistence 
would be made upon the retention 
of all rights to which Britain ci- 
tizens were entitled under the 
treatics, 

It was quite impossible, he said, 
to accept the Turkish pretention 
that the abolishment of capitula- 
ons was effective in September 
1914, when Turkey declared then 
abrogatod ‘ 

Joseph C, Crew, head of the dele- 
gation reupresenting the United 
States, read a statement indicating 
that the United States took the same 
position. 

Sir Horace pointed out that ac- 
ceptance would mean that Turkay 
could collect arrears on taxes le- 
vied on foreigners, and that ho pro- 
ceedings of the consular courts since 
1914 would be brought ‘nto 
question. Mr Grew eaid the United 
States government wae ‘firmly of 
the opinion that the rights assured 
to United States citizens and other 
foreigners by virue of the treities 
could not lawfully be terminated 
by an act of one of the parties 
thereto.

WHERE WINTER LINGERS. 

The Newfoundland Government is still send- 
ing out ships to try to batter their way through 
the shore ice and deliver food supplies to the 
destitute villagers along the south coast. The 
‘‘south’’ coast, it will be noted, not the north. 
Newfoundland is planted like a barrier in the 
mouth of the St. Lawrence river, and several 
ocean liners are scheduled to dock this week-end 
at Montreal and Quebec. Evidently spring has 
not come to that part of the continent as early 
ns to this, nor as early an is usual and was 
therefore expected. 


HOBSON'S OHOIOCE. 

Three ‘dissidents’? who were captured by 
Free State troops last week were promptly shot 
because they had broken a previous promise to 
not again take arms against the Government. 
They explained that they only broke the pledge 
because the ‘‘irregular’’ leaders threatened to 
‘shoot them if they didn’t. Their plight is pro- 
bebly that of a good many of the more moderate- 
minded among the rebels. The extremists are in 
the saddle in the ‘‘republican’’ camp ard can only 
hold their followers together by terrorism, as 
Lenin does in Russia. For those who have been 
captured by the Government but let go on proni- 
ise of good behaviour it is a case of ‘‘be shot if 
you do and be shot if you don’t.’’ 


THE RIGHT TO STARVE. 


The Free States Parliament is considering, and 
likely to pass, a resolution instructing the Govern- 
ment that prisoners who try to ‘‘hunger strike’’ 
their way out of jail are to be allowed to take 
the consequences—in other words, starve to death 
if they persist. That is interesting and important, 
both in itself and because of some things which 
were said when the British authorities allowed 
Mr. McSwiney to exercise ‘his liberty of choice 
under similar circumstances. The authorities of 
the Free State are fast finding out that governing 
Treland is no easy job, even when the governors 
aye Irishmen and hold warrant directly from the 
voters. This seemingly harsh decision with regard 
to prisoners who refuse to eat, it is safe to say, 


will sooner or later have to be taken there and in |, 


every other country if law is to remain law and 
offenders be punished. If rebels could secure lib- 
erty by fasting, stable and effective government 
would not be possible; and criminals of other 
kinda would resort to the same device, The hunger 
striker is a suicide, not a martyr, and will have to 
be considered and treated as such unless author- 
ity is to be brought into contempt and law made 


a dead letter. 


THE LIQUOR PLEBISOITE. 


The decison to defer the plebiscite on the liquor 
question until] November will be generally ap- 
proved. There was no urgent reason for taking 
jt sooner, and some éolid reasons for not doing so. 
‘he summer js a busy season in this country, and 
the less its operations are interfered with by poli- 
tical issues the better. A July vote would likely 
have been small; and therefore of doubtful con- 
clusiveness. And six months is none too long for 
the public to think over the consequences of aban- 
doning prohibition for any of the alternative 
schemes they are asked to sanction, From the 
framing of some of the questions on the ballot 
paper it will take a deal of discussion to find out 
what they really mean, and what condition would 
likely be created when they came to be translated 
into statutes and carried into effect, It will also

The present law is so infinitely better in 
its results than the old license system that the 
voters may well be a bit skeptical about falling 
in with any proposal to change it until they are 
told precisely and authoritatively what the mem- 
bers would substitute for it, and what they would 
and would not do in the way of legalizing the con- 
sumption of intoxicants. After the way the Di- 
rect Legislation Act was man-handled the electors

struction the members may place upon the eome-

TREE-PLANTING DAY. 


The Provincial Government has named Mon- 
day, May 7th as arbor day in Alberta. It is to be 


hoped that it will be widely cbhserved in the tra- | 


ditionally proper way. Trees are plentiful in thie 
part of the province, but not always along the 
streets and on the lawns, where they add much to 
the value and attractiveness of property and do a 
great deal to make the circumstantials of life 
pleasant. And ovira vast area of the settled part 
of the province they are scarcely to be found at 
all in town or country. There is a splendid chance 
in those districts for beautifying the towns at 
small cost by planting trees along the residential 
streets. And the prairie farmer might not be doing 
a bad day's work, even in the seoding season, if 
he took the day off to set out a wind-break. Teach- 
ers in the rural schools in such districts have a 
rare opportunity to do a great service to their 
own and future generations by spending the day 
with the children planting trees in the school 
grounds. Some country schools in the prairie 
sections are about as desolate looking places as 
could be imagined. They could be made centres 
of community interest and pride at smal] expense 
and trouble, by the judicious planting of a few 
trees. And children who get interested in ‘‘fixing 
up”’ the school premises are likely to stir up the 
folks at home to take a livelier concern in the 
appearance of the place. Tree-planting, like every 
other good work, is contagious; especially so 
among children. Let it be a Provincial arbor day 
in fact as well as in name, 


THE FINANCIAL ASPECT. 


The whip of the Government party in the 
Manitoba Legislature, who broke away and op- 
posed the wheat board bill, says that province 
would have to put up eight million dollars to set 
the board up in business. That is different from 
the airy assurances which were given to the 
people of this province thgt the board would be 
a kind of perpetual motion machine; requiring 
only a small amount of money to start it going, 
and financing its further operations on the credit 
of the grain it confiscated, Different, and a good. 
deal more probable. Just how the board coul 
sell a million bushels of wheat, distribute the pro- 
ceeds among the farmers, return the initial capital 
to the Province, and still tuy another million 
bushels with the first million as security never 
was very clear. The chief of staff of the United 
Farmer party in Manitoba doesn’t believe the 
thing can be done. Jf he is wrong, the men who 
have been risking their money buying wheat on 
private speculation are a poor lot of financiers. 
All that any of them really needed to cio, in that 
ease, was to buy a bushel to start with—and then 
make the enterprise finance itself. 

That a public marketing scheme can or could 
be operated on any such ‘‘shoe string’’ basis is 
incredible. Wheat represents money, real money. 


The proceeds from a bushe! sold cannot be used | 


to pay for that bushel and also to buy another one. 
A board empowered and required to take over the 
whole wheat crop of the prairies, hold it indefin- 
itely, and sell it for what could be got in compe- 
tition with the world, would need a vast amount 
of capital. Of course the banks would cash the 
certificate given to the farmer. They might thu: 
be got to advance money to the board to buy a 
large part of the crop. But it can hardly be sup- 
posed that the banks would take all the risk of 
providing the trading capital unless the provinces 
put something worth while into the treasury to 
begin with. It is true that the provinces would be 
liable for losses, but there three provinces are al- 
ready so loaded up with debt, and so busy piling 
up more of it, that the bankers would likely want 
to see enough Government money put into the 
project at the outset to cover the losses, if such 
should occur. Also, if the banks supplied all the 
cash they would want a good round rate of inter- 
est for doing it, probably a much higher rate than 
has to be paid on Government bonds. If the board 
was to be enabled to operate at minimum cost, and 
thus to give the farmer the maximum price for 
his wheat, it would be necessary to raise the work- 
ing capital in the cheapest way possible; that is, 
by issuing provincial bonds and turning the pro- 
ceeds over to the board to do its speculating with. 
The chances are therefore that the U.F.M. whip is 
nearer to ‘the facts than the visionary plans for 
making the board finance itself through the banks. 

If Manitoba put up $8,000,000, as its share of 
the working capital, Alberta sould hardly bo 
called on for less than $5,000,000. As yet the tax- 
payers of this province have not been told that 
the wheat board scheme proposes to let them in 
for any such accretion of their provincial obliga- 
tions. The Government probably does not intend 
to stake any such amount of money on the out- 
come. But once the board was set going, the three 
provinces would be bound to see the scheme 
through. And if the banks declined to do all the 
financing on the secondary liability of the prov- 
inces, there would be nothing for it but to call 
the Legislatures together, get authority to make 
the necessary bond issues, and put them on the 
market. That is a feature of the wheat board 
scheme that has not got very much attention ; per- 
haps less than it deserves.

It was emphasized that 
the term “unprime’ was an arbi 
trary factor, that one man's opin- 
fon was as good aa another's tn de- 
ciding what akina were “prime 
end what “unprime,” and that the 
application of the act wae extreme 
ly uncertain. 

In their evidence the various fur 
dealers mubmitted that they did not 
recognize the meaning of “prime” 
and “unprime,” and as a result of 
the outcome of the case the dealers 
will purchase muskratsa by the 
grades formerly used: fall, winte 
or spring muskrats 

The application of the Alberta 
Game act has been the cause of 
much trouble during the past win- 
ter, and due to the uncertainty of 
itn application the dealers aver that 
the Edmonton fur market haa been 
seriously injured, in that trappers 
and collectors of furs have been 
afraid to ahip ther peltrios to the 
ety, It ts felt, however, that the 
fettlement of the Allish case clears 
the alr, and the dealers and tran. 
pers now know “where they get off 
at” et last.

Of the cars inspected 
In this investigation, seven had holos 
Iu the floors, 91 had projecting 
nails in the walls and 88 hed cleats 
that might and probably did Cause 
bad bruises. Elghty-two of the carr 
were without bedding, a large factor 
in the gafety and comfort of ani- 
mals in transelt. 

Right Kind of Bedding. 

“No patter who tis responsible 
for the condition of care, it ia to _ 
Interest of the shipper always 
make an inspection of his own atl 
most certainly it is up to him to 
see that the right kind of bedding 
is provided. Frequently partitions 
are used in stock cars, and because 
of this 9 careful examination must 
he made for projecting nails and 
cleats that may have been left when 
the partitions were removed, The 
floor ‘s the most important part of 
the car It should be gone over 
carefully and any holes patched. 
Doors must be in good repair and

HUNTERS OF THE GREAT BEAR 
LAKE AND THE BARREN LANDS 
HAVE ADVENTURES APLENTY 


The Handful of White Men Who Hunt and Trap the Terrain 
Tributary to the Great Northern Lake Lead an Existence in 
Which Danger and Hardship are of Daily Oocurenoce, but 
Which to Them Appears Nothing More Than commonplace. 


Every year the hunters and trap- 
Pers from the Great Bear country 
come down to their northern me- 
tropolis—Fort Norman—to dispose 
of their fur catch and outfit for an- 
other season's operations awuul os 
“far from the madding crowd” as 
it {s possible to get. ‘ 

But once a year these men who 
inhab'!t the edge of things, view the 
limited civilization afforded by Fort 
Norman; their first action with the 
beaching of their boats is to obtain 
news of the “outside,” but letters 
and papors they seldom see, and A 
fortunate person ig he who by hook 
or crook can obtain an old news- 
paper or magazine, which is devour- 
ad from cover to cover, time and 
time again, advertisements as wll 


as reading matter. 
The N. T. Books. 


Every year with a thoughtfulness 
bred of experience, the Northern 
Trading company sende north large 
Quant.ties of books and magazines 
to their post managers scattered all 
over the north, but these are as 
manna from on high, and until such 
time as the books are thoroughly 
read and re-read, they do not leave 
the possession of the fortunate own- 
er—and by that time the Bear lake 
men are back on the Barrens, 

The lack of reading matter is the 
groatest tragedy of the far north, 
and if geome of those philanthropic 
societies who minister to the Chin- 
aman and tRe Hindoo would cast 
their eyes closer home, they could 
accomplish a great work at a sm4.i] 
expenditure, and by means of liter- 
ature prevent many a good white- 
man from “going Indian.” 


Great Bear Boats. 


The boats which come to Norman 
from the Great Bear are stour waft, 
decked in and engined. H.gh seis 
run on the uncharted Great Bear, 
and. the. navigators must have sea-, 
worthy craft withstand the gales 
and late ice. The lake commences to 
freeze in October and is not op 
for trave] until the let of August 
so that the annual trip to Norman 
must not be delayed, further com- 
plications being offered by the 
Boar river, which connects the Mas- 
kenz.e with the big lake. This river 
ig very rapid, and returning north, 
loaded with the season's trade goods. 
“all hands and the cook,” as well aa 
the family sleigh dogs must get 
ashore and pull on the tump lines, 
if the voyageurs are to win through. 


Eskimo’s Wood Supply. 
At Norman, tho writer met H. 


» Harrison} whose habitat is as close 


to the Arctic shore as it is possible 
to get—Dease bay—on the north- 
east aim of the great lake. Though 
prone to dwcount his adventures ani 
mode of life, Harrison provided the 
scribe with @ summary of adveént- 
ures sufficient to fill a book, and also 
detaiied much information regam- 
ing the unknown north, in which 
the trader hag lived for 
years, 

The north shore is rocky, 
south shallow, with a fringe 
timber around the lake, to

caribou for the skina, which form 
the main portion of their clothing, 
oue man will kill hundreds of the 
deer in order to obtain 
tongues, and that since the coast 
natives have been provided with 
firearms they are decimating the 
herds, 
Wolves and Grizzlies. 


Wolves and the Barren Land 
@rizzly bears also prey on the cari- 
bou. In regard to the former, the 
northman gays that when he has 
seen them they were generally rua- 
ning in packs of from eight to 
twelve, but the Indians stated that 
they had seen them in packs numb- 
ering hundreds. 

Mr. Harrison shatters the ro- 
Mance connected with the Barren 
Land grizzly, but ea he has shot 
*;ecimens welghing over 60u pounds 
his statement that they “are not #0 
bad" may be accepted as a compari- 
gon from the northern point of 
view. These animals resemble their 
mountain prototypes in that they 
have very long claws, and cannot 
climb trees, but they can travel at 
a high rate of speed and can hunt 
down the caribou. 

Anxious enquiries on the part of 
The Bulletin man as to adventures 
revealed the fact that such appar- 
ently aid not exist in the Great 
Bear country, but the following 


mundane happenings were finally! 


extracted from the unwilling north- 
man. 

Meat was low in the camp, and as 
caribou had been reported to the 
east by a band of Indians the Har- 
riaon family broke camp and start- 
ed out after them, Topping a rise 
distant black epecks against the 
white background denoted the prosa- 
ence of the deer, so leaving his wife 
and baby in the dog aleigh, the 
hunter went after the deer, He got 
close to the herd, shot several of 
the caribou and then proceeded to 
return to his family, but his heart 
almost stopped beating as he saw 
hia wolf dogs stretched out at full 
xallop into the heart of the Bar- 
rene after the deer, with his wife 
and baby helpless prisoners in the 


aleigh. 
After the Dogs. 

He immediately turned and start- 
ed to follow the dogs; ali day he 
trailed them across the froez 
wastes, finally coming up with them 
at dark to find his team unscathe) 
but both his wife and baby badly 
hurt. That night they camped in 
the wilderness over a fire of twigs.

Bread was fed to the latter, but be-| 


ing unused to it they could not re- 
tain jt on their stomachs, so Har- 
rison and his partner were under 
the necessity of 
mediate supply of meat. 

Two days’ from camp, due to 
tight snowshoe thongs, the north- 
man's partner froze hia toes and 
could not travel, so Harrison made 
a shelter for him and went on, 
knowing that three lives now de- 
pended on him. After two days’ 
travel he came on the track of 
moose, and knowing that the crucial 
moment had arri he made camp, 
rested and ate some of tho last of 
his bannock. 


The Quarry Found. 

In the morning he started, with 
his small snowshoes sinking in the 
night's fall of heavy snow, but fin- 
ally he came on tho animals to dis- 
cover » cow mose and calf.

Winter Highway. 


To fish inthe winter it is neces- 
gary to cut holes through the five 
feet of ice, and every night these 
holes again freeze fully a foot thick. 
‘rhe high prevatling winds sweep the 
snow from the surface of the lake 
or pack it solid; ae 4 consequence 
sieighs with runners are used, and 
the Great Slave in winter, Mr, Har- 
rison says, is like a paved highway. 
The wind is always blowing, pow4d- 
ered snow is generally in the alr, 
and it fills everything, so much so 
that all clothing must be tied up 
tight to prevent an entrance to the 
“peautiful.” The latter has it's uses, 
however, and the crevices of the 
snow blocks which surround the 
winter tents are soon filled with the 
white covering which makes the

the Hudson Bay Company very soon after it became established in 
the country. Trading posts were set up along its shores, but, exoept as 
far as the Company was concerned, the lake remained isolated and prac; 
tically unthought of until it was re-discovered and mapped by railway 
and geological surveyors about the year 1870. When these men re- 
turned to their homes they told woncerful tales of the fish, erpecially 
trout, and game that was to be found in the waters of and in the forest 
surrounding the Jake, its tributaries, and the Nipigon River which drains 
{t. People at home were incredulous at first, but Indians coming down 
corroborated the statements made, and gradually sportsman fishers 
trickled in until the district became perhaps the most famous red and 
large speckled trout country in the world. Large numbers are taken 
each year, and in former days, before the practice was prohibited, Indians 
are said to have piled them up frozen like cordwood. 

Nipigon Lake ig about 80 miles long by 45 wide, and tts crystal waters 
are studded with ‘islands and bordered by bigh bluffs and rocks. The 
shores are indented by numerous great beys, many of them almost land- 
locked, and large and small rivers which flow into it are explored each 


year by visitors, who never tire of|

MACRAE CLAN MEMORIAL ON LONE HIGHLAND CRAG 


Clan Macrae War Memorial on Cnoc-a-Clachan, 
Kintail, Roee-shire, 


URMOUNTING a monumental cairn near the 

S top of Cnoc-a-Clachan, the lifesize figure 

of a Highland private, with arms reversed 

and head bowed, brooding beside the open grave 

of a comrade, stands out in full relief, as if cut 

from the irregular slab of living stoue bebind 
him, 

In this figure is expressed the tribute of the 
Clan Macrea to the five hundred and more of its 
members the world over who gave up their lives 
in the Great War. Almost feature for feature, 
the Lineaments of the statue are those of the late 
Lieut.-Col. John C’Crea, whose poem, “In Fland- 
ere Fields,” is treasured by al! Bnglish-speaking 
people, especially by Canadians, as one of the 
Greatest expressions of the spirit of the men who 
stemmed the German hordes. This striking 
resemblamce between the Macreas surprises even 
members of the clan. 

To Cnoc-aClachan, Kintail, Rosshire, the 
homeland of the olan, gathered sixteen hundred 
of the clansmen last July to unveil the war mem- 
orial of the Macreas. And among them from 
Canada was Lieut.Col Thomas McCrea, brother 
of the dead poet of “In ‘Flanders’ Fields.” 

“If Edinburgh is the most suitable place to 
erect a Seottish national memorial to the fallen 
of Scotland’s brave sons, what more fitting spot 
to set up a monument to Immnorialize the Clan 
Macrea who made the supreme saorifice on many 
magy fields of battle than Cnoc-e-Clachaz, the 
homeland of the clan?” gsked Rev. A. Fraser,

LORD HIGH EXECUTIONER OF HOUSE OF COMMONS 


Losd High Keeper of the Furniture Book, Lord High Keeper 
of the Jams, Preserves and Canned Tomatoes, Lord High 
Chastiser, Lord High Father Confessor of the Commons Is 
Galant Col. H. W. Bowie, Sergeant-at-Arms.

6s GENTLEMAN of the Old School,” is 
A Lieut.Colonel H. W. Bowie, the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Canadian 

House of Commons. That is a distinction in 
itself seldom achieved by Canadians in these 
days when election to a noisy Boosters’ Juncheon 
club is the ambition of many of our brightest 
minds. in Colone) Bowie the good manners and 
reserved courtesy of an earlier day are nreserved 

Colonel Bowle is practically the only man 
born in Ottawa who has risen by merit to a 
position of consequence in the government ser 
vice. It is a strange fact that wille Ottawa ex 
ists on account of and lives by reason of the 
civil service, that almost every position of res 
ponsibility is held by a man from some other 
part of the dominion. The old story is repeated 
of the prominent positions in Toronto being 
adorned by men who were born in the rural 
parts of Ontario. 

One of the most important historical posts 
{on connection with the House of Commons is 
that of Sergeant-at-Arms. The incumbent of the 
office is directly under Mr. Speaker and is an 
executive officer in every particular. The safe- 
ty and protection of the House, and the comfort 
of the members are Colonel Bowie's chief con- 
cern. He is responsible in himself, apart from 
the Speaker, for all the furniture and fittings 
of the rooms in the House of Commons area. 
Furniture is received by the carload and to the 
unitiated it would appear that it had been 
swallowed up. But in Colonel Bowle’s office 
there is a huge book like a loose leaf ledger 
which shows where every item of furniture is 
located down to the humblest waste paper 
tasket. If a member decides that he would like 
his oak filing cabinet replaced by a fire proot 
contraption—the transfer is duly recorded in 
the big book. 

Housewives will be surprised to learn that 
men can be farseeing and efficient housekeepers 
when duty demands. For instance during ghe 
recess between sessions, Colone) Bowie has the 
chef of the parliamentary restaurant make the 
jams and preserves and can the tomatoes, peas 
and other vegetables that will be needed for 
sustenance when the lawmakers return to their 
tasks at Ottawa. 

It stands to reason that one man could not 
possibly do all that the Sergeant-at-Arme has 
to see to--s0 Colone] Bowie has a splendid staff. 
There ts for instance the inside police known 
as the protective service under the popular 
chief, Hewitt, another fine old soldier. ‘There 
are forty messengers—confidentia) and other- 
wise, male cleaners, female cleaners, barbers, a 
chef, @ restaurant manager, seventeen pages 
and two captains, and a housekeeper who must 
look to the Colonel] for their discipline and pay. 

In the days when the Ottawa River was like 
the Mississippi for traffic, when one went trom 


Ottawa to Montreal by steamboat, Colonel 
Bowie's father, the late Capt. Alexander Bowie, 
was one of the transportation magnates. Both 
his father and uncle were old Hudson's 
Bay men and all the statesmen connected 
with the early history of the dominion were 
their friends. By marriage also the colonel 
is connected with one of the best old families, 
Mrs. Bowie was Helene Louise Gouin, daughter 
of James A. Gouin, long time postmaster of 
Ottawa. One of their sons, Capt. Guy Bowie. 
served with distinction overseas. 

A record of thirty-three years of service in 
the House of Commons is Colone) Bowie's, in 
terrupted only by his service overseas. Although 
past the age limit, it was natura] that a man 
of his patriotic disposition,.who had enjoyed 
the advantages of attending the Royal Military 
College in youth, should want to participate 
in the great war. 

He went overseas as major of the 77th Bat 
talion and was attached to the 60th Battalion, 
C.E.F., in France. In 1917 while serving as 
staff officer under the Administrative Command. 
ant III] Army Railheads, Colonel Bowie met Sir 
John Colborne, whose grandfather, at one time 
military governor of Canada, had been a friend 
of Colonel Bowie's father and uncle. The 
younger generation used to have most interest- 
ing chats about Canada now and then. Colonel 
Bowie was recalled to Canada in 1918 to become 
Sergeant-at-4.rms. 

One of Colonel Bowie's duties before each 
session of parliament is to employ the sessional 
workers. When one notes the mob that clamor 
for these jobs as cleaners and messengers at 
three and four dollars a day—one wonders how 
they have managed to live the other seven or 
eight months of the year. Sometimes there are 
so many job hunters lying in wait, that the 
gallant Colonel is forced to abandon the front 
door as a way of approach to his office. 


The Mace, the symbo! of power, is the special 


care of the Sergeant-at-Arms. Wearing his 
three cornered hat, with the Mace on his 
shoulder. Colonel Bowie leads Mr. Speaker's 


official parade every afternoon from his apart- 
ments to the Green Chamber. When the Mace 
is laid on the table, and the Commons is in 
session the Sergeant-at-Arms retires to nis desk 
near the Bar of the House. If any member 
should become obstreperous, Mr. Speaker might 
give him into the custody of Colonel Bowie. 

The colonel is a disciplinarian, but not a 
taskmaster, Overseas he established his repu- 
tation in that respect and was regarded as a 
father confessor by the troops. However, like 
a sensible parent, he belleves that rules are 
made to be observed, and when they are broken, 
the offender must be chastised, 

Lieut.Colone! Bowie is the Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the House of Yommons, not because of any 
political pull, not because he is a Liberal or 
Conservative, but because he wag fitted for the

Condemned Traitor and Exile Returns 
From Switzerland and Demands 
a Fresh Trial. 


HB trial for treason of Ernogt Judet threa- 
tens to plunge France tnto another in- 
ternational scandal euch as the Panama 

disclosures, the Dreyfus affair ana the Caillanz 
trial. 

Judet, former editor of the Eclair of Paris, 
who fled to Switserland from Clemenceau's trat- 
tor-hunt during the var and waa sentenced to 
{mprisontient for life, has now returned to 
France to claim a fresh trial as nis right. Tall, 
grim, vindictive, violent, an old man of 71, 
Judet has returned with bis black book. In all 
France, perhaps, there is no man who knows 
so many political secrets. few people living 
today have as co.sistently saved up secret docu- 
ments and information for offensive protection 
as Judet. 

He threatens to 
summon as many as f 
two hundred wit 
nesses. He himself 
has declared that he 
fe certain of bis ac- 
quittal. His enemies 
hint that M. oin: 
care, in return for 
his .evelations’ of 
Clemenceau’s regime 
and the identity of 
the Ministers who 
approached him to 
buy the Eclair, will 
gee that he is im- 
mune from prosecu-

the few journalists accused of treason who es 
caped the busy court martials during 1918 an¢ 
1919. Papers of high standing, such as la 
Journal, had actuelly fallen into German cor 
trol. Notorious among the more disreputabl 
fry was the Bonnet Rouge, which Caillaux ad 
mitted subsidizing. ‘nd all the time the French 
armies were mysteriously hampered by secret, 
sinister defeati® influences, by a newspaper 
campaign advocating peace, and a union with 
Germany to replace the ~ ritish alliance.

General Sarrail, commander 
of the allied armies at Saloniki, apparently con- 
nected with the intrigues of Malvy and Caillaux 
but later cleared, was recalied. Bolo Pasha 
went to his death wearing a pair of white gloves, 

Throughout the whole period of th forma 
tion of the Entente Cordiale, Judet in his paper, 
the Belair, more and more identified himself 
with the advocacy of Cerman interests. He 
made bis mark in interuationg) affairs by the 
violence of his anti-British opinions. Especially 
fo. Clamenceau his hatred was intense. Letters 
upon which he based nis accusation during the 
Panama scandals that Clemenceau was en igent 
in the pay of the British government wero 
proved to be mere .orgeries. But Jude: pur- 
sued him to his constituency. The e, in the most 
passionate election in he history of the i:utrd 
Republig, he drove the Tiger from political life 
for years. 

It was to the quiet haven of Swiss neutrality, 
however, that he tied vhen the Ti-cr, in his 
turn, was on Ais trail.
